Then not to fuffer this to fall to the ground, but rather to take it up, and to continue it in that ftate, wherein the 
famous Predeceffor of Your Highnefs did leave it : nay, to go fbi with the confidence and refolution of a Man 
in maintaining the truth of Cbrift, and propagating it far and near, is that which bath ‘fo bound and firmly knit the 
Bearts of all Your Majefly's loyal and religious people unto you, that Jour very name is precious among them: their 
oe doth bebold You with comfort, and they blefs You in their bearts, as that fanétified Perfon, who, under God, is 
the immediate Author of their true bappinefs. “And this their contentment doth not diminifo or decay, but every de 
increafeth and taketh flrength, when they obferve, that the zeal of Your Majefly toward the boufe of God doth 
not flack or go backward, but is more and more kindled, manifefting itfef abroad in the fartheft parts of Chriftendom, 
dy writing in defence of the Truth, (which bath given fuch a blow unto that man of fin, as will not be bealed,) and 
every day at bome, by religious and learned difcourfe, by frequenting the boufe of God, by bearing the Word preached, 
by cherifbing the Teachers thereof, by caring for the Church, as a moft tender and loving nurfing Father. 


There are infinite arguments of this right chriftian and religious affection in Your Majefty , but none is more Sorcible 
to declare it to others than the vebement and perpetuated defire of accomplifbing and publifoing of this work, which 
now with all busmility we prefent unto Your Majefy. For when Your Highne/s bad once out of deep judgment appre-

And now at laft, by the mercy of God, and the continuance of our labours, .it being brought unto fuch a conchifion, 
as that we bave great bopes that the Church of England fball reap good fruit thereby, we bold it our duty to offer 
it to Your Majejty, not only as to our King and Sovereign, but as to the principal Mover and Author of the work:

So that if, on the one fide, we Shall be traduced 
ty Popifh Perfons at home or abroad, who therefore will malign us, becaufe we are poor inftruments to make God's boly 
Truth to be yet more and.more known unto the people, whom they defire fiill to keep in ignorance and darknefs, or if, on 
the otber fide, we fall be maligned by felfconceited Brethren, who run their own ways, and give liking unto notbing, 
but what is framed by themfelves, and hammered on their anvil, we may reft fecure, fupported within by the truth and 
innocency of a good confeience, baving walked the ways of Simplicity and integrity, as before the Lord’, and Siftained 
without by the powerful proteftion of Your Majefly’s grace and favour, which will ever give countenance to boneft and 
chriftian endeavours againft bitter cenfures and uncharitable imputations, 


The Lord of heaven and earth blefs Your Majefty with many and happy days, that, as bis beavenly band hath enriched 
Your Highnefs with many fingular and extraordinary graces, fo you may be the wonder of the world in this latter age 
Sor happinefs and true felicity, to the bonour of that great GOD, and the food of bis Church, through Fefus Chrift 
our Lord and culy Saviour.

The bell EAL to promote the common goad, whe- 
things ther it be by devifing any thing ourfelves, 
have been or revifing that which hath been laboured 
eae by others, deferveth certainly much re- 


fpe&t and efteem, but yet findeth but cold 
entertainment in the world, It is welcomed with 
fufpicion in ftead of love, and with emulation in 
flead of thanks: and if there be any hole left for 
cavil to enter, (and cavil, if it do not find an hole, 
will make one) it is fure to be mifconftrued, and in 
danger to be condemned. This will eafily be grant- 
ed by as_many as know ftory, or have any expe- 
rience, For was there ever any thing projeéted, that 
favoured any way of newnels or renewing, but the 
fame endured many a form of gainfaying or oppo- 
fition? A man would think that civility, wholefome 
Jaws, learning and cloquence, fynods, and Church- 
maintenance, (that we fpeak of no more things of 
this kind) fhould be as fafe as a fanétuary, and 
Uidu Cirug. font of fhot, as they fay, that no man would lift up 
is heel, no, nor dog move his tongue againft the 
motioners of them. For by the firft we are diftin- 
uifhed from brute beafts led with fenfuality : by the 
lecond we are bridled and reflrained from outrageous 
behaviour, and from doing of injuries, whether by 
fraud_or by violence: by the third we are enabled 
to inform and reform others by the light and feel- 
ing that we have attained unto ourfelves: briefly, 
by the fourth, being brought together to a parley 
face to face, we fooner compofe our diffences, than 
by writings, which are endlefs : and laftly, that the 
Church be fufficiently provided for is fo agreeable 
to good reafon and confcience, that thofe mothers 
are holden to be lefs cruel, that kill their children 
as foon as they aré born, than thofe nurfing fathers 
and mothers, (wherefoever they be) that withdraw 
from them who hang upon their brealts (and upon 
whofe breafts again themfelves do hang to receive the 
fpiritual and fincere milk of the word} livelihood and 
upport fit for their eftates. Thus it is apparent, 
that thefe things which we fpeak of are of moft 
neceflary ufc, and therefore that none, either without 
abfurdity can {peak againft them, or without note of 
wickednefs can {purn againft them,

Thus not only as oft as we fpeak, as one faith, but 

alfo as oft as we do any thing of note or confequence, 

we fubjeét ourfelves to every one’s cenfure, and hap- 

py is he that is leaft toffed upon tongues ; for utterly 

to efcape the {natch of them it is impoffible. If any 

man conceit, that this is the lot and portion of the 

meaner fort only, and that princes are privileged 

by their high eftate, he is deceived. As the fword 

aSamux. devoureth as well one as another, as itis in Samuel; 
as. nay, as the great commander charged his foldiers in 
a certain battle to ftrike at no part of the enemy, 
but at the face; and as the king of Syria command~ 
ed his chief captains to fight neither with fmall nor 
great, fave only againf? the Aing of diael: fo it is too 
true, that envy ftriketh moft ipitefully at the faireft, 
and the chiefeft. David was a worthy prince, and no 
man to be compared to him for his firft deeds; and 
et for as worthy an actas ever he did, even tor bring- 
ing back the ark of God in folernnity, he was fcorn-

inhabitants in fa by reafon of the conquefts that 
there the Grecians ha made, as alfo by the colonies 
which thither they had fent. For the fame caufes 
alfo it was well underftood in many places of Europe, 
yea,.and of Africk too. Therefore the word of God, 
being fet forth in Greek, becometh hereby like a can- 
dle fet upon a candleftick, which iveth light to all 
that are in the houfe ; or like 4 proclamation founded 
forth in the puarketplace, which moft men prefent- 
ly take knowledge of ; and therefore that language 
was fitteft to cantain the Scriptures, both for ¢ c 
firt preachers of the Gofpel to a peal unto for wit- 
ne(s, and for the learners alfo of thote times to make 
fearch and trial by. Iv is certain, that that tranflation 
was not fo found and fo perfeét, but that it needed 
in .many places correction ; and who had been fo 
fufficient for this work as the Apotftles or apottolick 
men? Yet it feemed good to the Holy Ghoft and to 
them to take that which they found, (the fame be- 
ing for the greateft Part true and fu cient) rather 
than by making a new, in that new world and green 
age of the church, to expofe themfelves to many 
exceptions and cavillations, as though they made a 
tranflation to ferve their own turn; and therefore 
bearing witnels to themnfelves, their witnels not to 
be regarded. ‘This may be fuppeled to be fome 
caufe, why the tranlation of the Seventy was al- 
lowed to pals for current. Notwithftanding, pone 
it was commended generally, yet it did not ful ly 
Content the learned, no not of the Jews. For not

fell in hand with a new tranf 
and after him Syaz- 


long after Chr if, Agut. 
dation, and after lim 
smachus: yea, there was fth, and a fixth edition, 
the authors whereof were not known. ‘Thefe with 
the Seventy made up the Hexapla, and were worthily 
and to great purpofe complied together by Orizen. 
Howbeit the edition of the Seventy went away with 
the credit, and therefore not only was placed in the 
midtt by Origen, (for the worth and excellency there- 
of above the reit, as Apiphanius gathereth) but alfo 
was ufed by the Greeé Fathers tor the ground and 
foundation of their commentaries. Yea, Epipha- 
nius abovenamed doth auribute fo much unto it, 
that he holdeth the authors thereof not only for in- 
terpreters, bat alfo for prophets in fome refpect : and 
Ju finian the Emperor, injoining the Ferus his fub- 
Jedts to,ule efpecially the tranflation of the Seventy, 
rendereth this reafon thereof, Becaufe they were, as 
it were, enlightened with prophctical_ grace. Yer 
for all that, as the Egyptians are faid of the Prophet 
to be men and not God, and their horfes flefh and 
not fpirit: {9 it is evident, (and St, Hierome affirmeth 
as much) that the Seventy were interpreters, they 
were not prophets. They did many things well, as 
learned men; but yet as men they {tumbled and fell, 
one while through overfight, another while through 
ignorance; yea, fometimes they may be noted to 
add to the original, and fometimes to take from it: 
which made the Apottles to leave them many times, 
when they left the Hebrew, and to deliver the fenfe 
thereof according to the truth of the word, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. This may fuflice touch 
ing the Greek tranflations of the Old Teftament. 

here were alfo within a few hundred years after 
Chrfi tranflations many into the Latin tonguc: 
for this tongue alfo was very fit to convey the Law 
and the Golpel by, becaufe in thofe times very many 
countries of the Welt, yea of the South, Eaft, and 
North, fpake or underftood Latin, being made pro~ 
vinces to the Romans. But now the Latin tranfla- 
tions were too many to be all good: for they were 
infinite; (Latini iuterpretes nullo modo numerari paffunt, 
faith St. Auguftine.) Again, they were not out of 
the Hebrew fountain, (we fpeak of the Latin tranila- 
tions of the Old: Teftament) but out of the Greet 
ftream; therefore the Greek being not altogether 
clear, the Latin derived from it mult needs be mud- 
dy. This moved St. Hicrome, a molt learned Fa- 
ther, and the beft linguift without controverly of 
his age, or of any other that went before him, to 
undertake the tranflating of the Old ‘Teftament out 
of the very fountains themfelves ; which he perform- 
ed with that evidence of great learning, judgment, 
induftry, and faithfulnefs, that he hath for ever bound 
the Church unto him in a debt of special remem- 
brance and thankfulnels, 

Now though the Church were thus furnifhed with 
Greek and Latin tranflations, even before the faith of 
Chrit was generally embraced in the Empire: ( for 
the vulgar the learned know, that even in St. Aferome’s ume 
tongues, the Conful of Rome and his wife were both Ethnicks, 
st Hieron. and about the fame time the greateft part of the Se- 
Marcel rate alfo) yet for all that the god! learned were not 
afi. content to have the Scriptures in the language which 
a Kings themfelves underftood, Greek and Latin,\(as the good 
79 lepers were not content to fare well themfelves, but 

acquainted their neighbours with the ftore that God 
had fent, that theyalfo mi int provide for themfelves;) ° 
but alfo for the Behoofand e ifying of the unlearned, 
which hungered and thirfted after righteoufnefs, and 
had fouls to be faved as well as they, they provided 
tranflations into the vulgar for their countrymen, In- 
fomuch that moft nations under heaven: did fhortly 
after their converfion hear Chri? {peaking unto 
them in their mother tongue, net by the voice of their 
minifter only, but alfo by the written word tranflated. 
If any doubt hereof, he may be fatisfied by examples 
enough, if enough will ferve the turn. Firft, St. 
5S. Hieron. Hierome faith, Multarum gentium linguis Scriptura ante 
Praf: in. tranflata docet falfaefeque addita funt, 8c. thatis, The 
Evangel Scipture being tranflated before ib the languages of many 
nations doth few that thofe things that were added (by 
Lucian or Hyfechius) are Fille. So St. Hierome 
The fame Hierome elfewhere affirmeth 
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‘St. Hieron. in that place.

To this may be added Th:2- 
d:ret, as next unto him both for antiquity, and for 
learning. His words be thefe, Every country that is 
under the fun is full of theft seards, (of the Apottles 
and Prophets ;) avd the Hebrew tongue (he meaneth 
the Scriptures in the Hebrew tongue) is turned not 
only into the language of the Grecians, but alfa of the 
Romans, and Egyptians, and Perfians, and Indians, and 
Arrunians, and Soythians, and Sauromatians, and, hrief= 
dy, into all the languages that any nation ufeth, So he. 
in like manner Ulpilar is reported by Paulus Dia- 
conus and Ufidere, and before them by Sozsmen, to 
have tranflated the Scripsures into the Gorthicé tongue: 
Joba Bulhop of Srvil by Vaffius, to have turned them 
into drabick about the Year of our Lord 717: Beda 
by Cifertien/is,to have turned a great part of them into 
Saxon: Efnard by Trithemius, vo have abridged the 
French Pialter (38 Beda had done the Hebrew) about 
the year 800: King dlured by the faid Cifertienfis, 
to have turned the 


falter into Saxon: Methodius by 


Aventinus (printed at Ingolfiad) to have turned the 4 


Scriptures into Sclavonian: + Faldo Bithop of Frifing 

by Beatus Rhenanus, to have caufed about that time 

the Gofpels to be tranflated into Dutch rhyme, yet 

extant in the library of Corbinian : Valdus by divers, 

to have turned them himfelf, or to have gotten them 

turned, into French, about the Year 1160: Charlesthe 

fifth of that name, furnamed The tif, to have caufed 

them to be turned into French about 200 ycars after 

Valdus time; of which tranflation there be many 

copies yet extant, as witneffeth Beroaldus. Much about 
that time, even in our king Richard the fecond's days, 
Sohn Trevifa tranflated them into Engliyh, and many 
Englifs dibles in written hand are yet to be feen with 
divers; tranflated as it is very probable, in that age, 
So the Syrian tranflation of ‘the New ‘Teltament is 
in moft Neaened men’s libraries, of Widminfladius’ 
fetting forth ; and the Pfalter in Arabica is with many, 
of duguftinus Nebienfis’ ferting forth. So Po/tel af- 
firmeth, that in his travel he faw the Gofpels in the 
Ethiopian tongue: And Ambroft Thefus alledgeth the 
Pfalter of the Jndians, which he teftifieth to have 
been fet forth by Potten in Syrian charaers. So 
that to have the Scriptures in the mother tongue is 
not a quaint conceit lately taken up, either b the 
Lord Cromwell in England, or by the Lord Rade- 
vile in Polony, or by the Lord Ungnadiusin the Emper- 
or’s dominion, but hath been thought upon, and put 

in pragtice of old, even from the firft times of the 

conyerfion of any nation ; no doubr, becaufe it was 

efteemed moft profitable to caufe faith to grow in 

men’s hearts the fooner, and to make them to be able 

to fay with the words of the Pfalm, As we have.beard 
fo we have feen. 

Now the church of Rome would feem at the length 
to beara motherly affection toward her children, and 
to allow them the Scriptures in the mother tongue : 
but indeed it is a aif, not deferving to be called 
a gift, an unprofitable gift: they moft firft get a 
licence in writing before they may ufe them 5 and to 

et that, they mult approve themfelves to their Con- 
Feffor, that is; to be fuch as are, if not frozen in the 
dregs, yet fowered with the leaven of their fuperiti- 
tion. Howbeit it feemed too much to Clement the 
eighth, that there fhould be any licence granted to 
have them in the vulgar tongue, and therefore he 
overruleth and fruftrateth the grant of Pius the 
fourth, So much are they afraid of the light of the 
Scripture, (Lucifuge Seripturarum, as Tertullian (peak~ 
eth) that they will not truft the people with it, no 
not as it is fet forth by their own {worn men, no not 
with the licence of theif own Bifhops and Inquifi- 
tors. Yea, lo unwilling they are to communicate 
the Scriptures to the people’s underftanding in any 
fort, that they are not afhamed to confels, that we 
forced them to tranflate it into Bngli/b againtt their 
wills, This feemeth to argue a bad caule, or a bad 
confcience, or both. Sure we are, that itis not he 
that hath good gold, that is a/raid to bring it to the 
touchftone, but he that hath the counterfeit; nei- 
ther is itthe true man that fhunneth the light, but 
the malefaétor, left his deeds fhould be reproved ; 
neitheris it the plaindealing merchant that is unwill- 
ing to have the weights, or the meteyard, brought in 
place, but he thatuleth deceit, But we will let them 
alone for this fault, and return to tranflation, 

Many men’s mouths have been opened a good 
while (and yet are not ftopped) with {peeches about 
the tranflation fo Jong in hand, or rather perufals of 
tranflations made before: and afk what may be the 
reafon, what the neceffity, of the employment. 
Hath the Church been deceived, fay they, all this 
while? Hath her fweet bread been mingled with lea- 
ven, her filver with drofs, her wine with water, her 
milk with lime? (/afe gypfum male miftetur, faith 
S. Irence.) We hoped that we had been in the right 
way, that we had had the Oracles of God delivered 
unto us, and that though all the world had cau(e to 
be offended, and to complain, yet that we had none.

f one and the fame book of Ari/fotle’s Ethicks there 

are extant not fo few as fix or feven feveral tranfla~ 

tions, Now if this coft may be beftowed upon the 

gourd, which affordcth us a little thade, and which 

to day flourifheth, but to morrow is cut down; what 

may we beftow, nay, what ought we not to beftow,

Hic. ad do. fo, which therefore do bear their jult reproof ;) 

Salvin. but let us rather blefs God from the ground of our 


heart for working this religions care in him to havé 
the tranflations cf the Bible maturely confidered of 
and examined. For by this means it cometh to pafs 
that whatfoever is found already, (and all is found 
for fubftance in one or other of our editions, and 
the worit of ours far beter than their authentick 
vulgar) the fame will thine as gold more brightly, 
being rubbed and polilhéd; allo, if any thing be 
halting, er fuperfluous, or not fo agreeable to the 
original, the fame may be correéted, and the truth 
fer in place, And what can the King command to be 
done, that will bring him more true honour than 
this? And wherein could they that have been feta 
work approve their duty to the King, yea, their obe= 
dience to God, and love ro his Saints, more, than by 
yielding their fervice, and all that is within them, 
for the furnifhing of the work? But befides all this, 
they were the principal motives of it, and therefore 
ought Jeaft to quarrel it, For the very hiftorical truth 
is, that upon the importunate petitions of the Puri- 
tanes at his Majefty’s coming to this crown, the 
conference at Humpton-court having been appointed 
for hearing their complaints, when by force of rea- 
fon they were put from all other grounds, they had 
recourfe at the Jaft to this (hift, that they could not 
with good confcience fubfcribe to the communion 
book, fince it maintained the Bible as it was there 
tranflated, which was, as they faid, a moft corrupted 
tranflation, And although this was judged to be 
but a very poor and empty fhift, yet even hereupon 
did his Majefty begin to bethink himlelf of the good 
that might enfae by a new tranflation, and prefently 
after gave order for this tianflation which is now 
prefented unto thee. Thus much to fatisfy our 
ferupulous brethren. 
ow to the latter we anfwer, That we donot deny, Ananfwee 

nay, we affirm and avow, that the very meaneft tran- to the im- 
flation of the Bible in Anglifh, fer:forth by men of ead 
our ptofeffion, (for we have feen none of their's of Ye ities, 
the whole Bible as yet) containeth the word of God, 
nay, is the word of God: As the King’s fpecch 
which he uttered in Parliament, being tranflated into 
Frenchy Dutch, [talian, and Latin, is ftill the King’s 
fpeech, though it be not interpreted by every tranf- 
lator with the like grace, nor peradventure fo fitly 
for phrafe, nor fo exprely for fenfey cvery where. 
For it is confefled, that things are to take their deno~ 
mination of the greater party and a natural man 
could fay, Verum ubi multa nitent in carmine, nan ego Horace, 
paucis offendor maculis, &e. A man may be counted 
a virtuous man, though he have made many flips 
in his life, (elfe there were none virtuous, for in 
many things we offend all,) alfo’a comely man and James 3.2 
lovely, though he have fome warts upon his hand; 

ea, not only freckles upon his face, but alfo fears, 

o caufe therefore why tht word tranflated fhould 
be-denied to be the word, or forbidden to be cvrrent, 
notwithftanding that fome imperfections and ble- 
mifhes may be noted in the fetting forth of it. For 
what ever was perfect under the fun, where Apoftles 
or apoftolick men, that is, men endued with an cx~ 
traordinary meafure of God's Spirit, and privileged 
with the privilege of infallibility, had not their 
hand? The Romanifts therefore in-refufing to hear, 
and daring to burn the word tranflated, did no lefs 
than defpite the Spirit of grace, from whom origi- 
nally it proceeded, and whofe fenfe and meaning, as 
well as man’s weaknefs would enable, it did exprefs. 
Judge by an example or two, 

Plutarch writeth, that after that Rome had been Plutarch 
burnt by the Gauls, they fell foon to build it again: im Camila 
but daing it in hafte, they did not caft the ftreets, 
nor proportion the houfes, in fuch comely fafhion, as 
had been mott fightly and convenient, Was Cata- 
dine therefore an honelt man, or a good patriot, that 
fought to bring X toa combuttion F Or Neroa good 
Prince, that did indeed fet it on fire? So by the 
ftory of Ezra and the prophecy of Haggai it may Ezra 4, 
be. gathered, that the temple built by ZeruSbabel af- 32. 
ter the return from Babylon was by no means to be 
compared to the former built by Solomon: for they that 
remembered the former wept when they confidered 
the latter, Notwithftanding might this latter either 
have been abhorred and forfaken by the Fews, or 
profaned. by the Greeks? The like we are to think 
of tranflations, The tranflation of the Seventy dif- 
fenteth from the Original in many places, neither 
doth it come near: it for perfpicuity, gravity, ma-. 
jetty. Yet which of the Apoftles did condemn it 2 
Condemn it? Nay, they ufed it, (as iris apparent, 
and as St. Hiereme and moft learned men do confels is) 
which they would not have done, nor by their exam- 
ple of-ufing of it fo grace and commend it to the 
Church, if it had been unworthy the appellation and 
name of the word of God. .And whereas they urge 
for their fecond defence of their vilifying and abufin; 
of the Englifh Bibles, or fome pieces thereof, whic 
they. meet. with, for that hereticks forfooth were the 

c 
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authors of the tranilations : (hereticks they call us by 


the fame right that they call themfelves catholicks, 
both being wrong :) we marvel what divinity taught 
hed ee We are fure Tertultian was of another 
mind: Ex perfonts prebamus fiden, ant ex fide perfonas? 
Do we uy fee ffith by nee perfons? sf a 
try their perfons by their faith. Allo St. Augufline 
was of another mind : for he, lighting upon certain 
. rules made by Zychonins a Donatif? tor the better 
underftanding of the word, was not alhamed to 
make ufe of them, yea, to infert them into his own 
book, with giving commendation to them fo far forth 
as they were worthy to be commended, as is to be 
feen in’ St. Augu/line's third book De Dedéir. Chrift. 
Yo be thort, Origen, and the whole Church cf God 
for certain hundred years, were of another mind : 
for they were fo far from treading under foot (much 
more from burning) the tranflation of zuflaa pro- 
felyte, that is, one that had turned Few, of Symma- 
chus, and Theodotion, both Ebionites, that isy moft 
vile hereticks, that they joined them together with 
the Hebrew original, and the tranflation of the Se- 
venty, (as hath been before fignified out of Lpipha- 
nius) and fet them forth openly to be confidered of 
and perufed by all. But we weary the unlearned, 
who need not know fo much; and trouble the learn- 
ed, who know it already. 

Yet before we end,we mutt anfwer a third cavil and 
objection of their’s againft us, for altering and a- 
mending our tranflations fo oft; wherein truly they 
deal hardly and ftrangely with us. For to whom 
ever was it imputed for a fault (by fuch as were wile, ) 
to go over that which he had done, and to amend it 

St. Angyf. where he faw caule? St. Augu/line was not afraid to 
Epif-9- exhort St. Hierome to a Palinodia or recantation. The 


St digufl. fame St. Augwjfine was vot alhamed to retractate, we 
trad, might fay, revoke, many things that had paffed 


Fideo ine him, and doth even glory that he feeth his infirmi- 
terdum vir tics, If we will be fons of the truth, we muft con- 
tia mea. fider what it fpeaketh, and trample upon our own 
i. dag. credit, yea, and upon other men’s too, if either be 
bf. any way an hinderance to it, This to the caufe. 
Then to the perfons we fay, that of all men they 

ought to be moft filent in this cafe. For what vari- 

eties have they, and what alterations have they made, 

not only of their fervice books, portefles, and bre- 

viaries, but alfo of their Latin tranflation ? The fer- 

vice book fuppofed to be made by St. Ambrofe, ( OfF- 

cium Ambrofianum) wasa great while in {pecial ule and 

Durand, requeft: but Pope Adrian, calling a council with the 
dibs §. cap. aid of Charles the Emperor, abolithed it, yea, burnt 
a it, and commanded the fervice book of St. Gregory 
univetfally to be ufed. Well, Offcium Grerorianum 

gets by this means to be in credit; but doth it con- 

tinue without change or altering ? No, the very Ro- 

man fervice was of two fathions; the new fathion, 

and the old, the one ufed in one Church, and the 

other in another; as is.to be feen in-Pamelins a Ro- 

manift, his preface before Micrologus, The fame 
Pamelius yeporteth out of Radulphus de Rive, thar 

about the year of our: Lord 1277 Pope Nicolas the 

third removed out of the churches of Rome the 

more ancient books (of fervice,) and brought into ufe 

the miffals of the Friers Minorites, and command- 

ed them to be obferved there; infomuch that about 

an hundred years after, when the above named Ra- 

dulphus happened to be at Rome, he found all the 

books to be new, of the new ftamp, Neither was 

there this chopping and changing in the more an- 

cient times only, but alfo of late. Pius Quintus 

himfelf confefleth, that every bifhoprick almoit had 

a peculiar kind of fervice, moft unlike to that which 

others had; which moved him to abolifh all other 
breviaries, though never fo ancient, and privileged 

and publithed by Bithops in their Diocefes, and to 
eftablith and ratify that only which was of his own 

fetting forth in the year 1568. Now when the Fa- 

ther of their Church, who gladly would -heal the 

fore of the daughter of his people foftly and flightly, 

and make the beft of it, findeth fo great fault with 

them for their odds and jarring ; we hope the chil- 

dren have no great caufe to vaunt of their unifor- 

mity. But the difference that appeareth between our 
tranflations, and our often correcting of them, is the 

thing that we are {pecially charged with ; let us fee 
therefore whether they themfelves be without fault 

this way, (if it be to be counted a fault to correct) 

and whether they be fit men to throw ftones at us: 

O tandem major parcas infane minori : ‘They that are 

lefs found themfelves ought not to object infirmities 

to others. If we fhould tell them, that Valle, Sta- 
prlenfis, Erafmus, and Vives, found fault with their 
vulgar tranflation, and confequently wifhed the fame 

to be mended, or a new one to be made; they would 

anfwer peradventure, that we. produced their cnemies 

for witnefles againft them ; albeit they were in no 
Gal.4.36, other fort enemies, than as St. Paul was to the Gala- 
tians, for telling them the truth; and it were to be 


wifhed, that they had dared to tell it thern plainlier 

and oftaer, But what vall they fay to this, Phat 

Pope Zo the tenth allowed Brafinus’ trantlation of 

the New Teftament, fo much different from the 
vulgar, by his apoftolick letter and bull? That the 
fame Leo exhorted Pagnize to tranflate the whole Sixtes, 
Bible, and bare whatfoever charges was necelfary for Senenj- 
the work?

Doth not their Paris edition differ from the Louvain, 

and Hentenius's from them both, and yet all of 

them allowed by authority? Nay, doth not Sixtus Sixtus 5. 
Quintus confels, that certain Catholicks (he meaneth Priel. fied 
certain of his own fide) were in fuch an humour of bibilis. 
tranflating the Scriptures into Latin, that Saran tak- 

ing occafion by them, though they thought of no 

fuch matter, did ftrive what he could, out of fo un- 
certain and manifold a variety of tranflations, fo to 
mingle all things, that nothing might feem to be 

left certain and firm in them, &c? Nay further, did 

not the fame Sixtus ordain by an inviolable decree, 

and that with the counfel and confent of his Cardi- 

nals, that the Latin edition of the Old and New 
Teftament, which the council of Trent would have 

to be authentick, is the fame without controverfy 
which he then fet forth, being diligently corrected 

and: printed in the printinghoule of Vatican? Thus 
Sixtus in his preface before his Bible, And yet Cle- 

ment the eighth, his immediate fucceffor to account 

of, publifheth another edition of the Bible, contain- 

ing in it infinite differences from that of Sixtus, and 

many of them weighty and material; and yet this 

muft be authentick by all means. What is to have 

the faith of our glorious Lord Fefus Chri? with yea 

and nay, if this be nor? Again, what is fweet har- 
mony and confent, if this be? Therefore, as De- 
maratus of Corinth advifed a great King, before he 
talked of the diffenfions among the Grecians, to com- 

pofe his domeftick broils ; (for at that time his queen 

and his fon and heir were at deadly feud with him) 

fo all the while that our adverfaries do make fo man 

and fo various editions themfelves, and do jar fo 
much about the worth and authority of them, they 

can with no fhew of equity challenge us for changing 

and corre&ting. 

But it is high time to leave them, and to thew in The pur- 
brief what we propofed to ourfelves, and what courfe ofe oF the 
ie held, in this our perufal and furvey of the Bible, Trantta- 
Truly, good Chriftian Reader, we never thought aoe with 
from the beginning that we fhould need to make a tea 
new tranflation, nor yet to make of abad one a good nitare s 
one; (for then the imputation of Sixtus had been care, ko. 
true in fome frt, that our people had been fed with 
gall of dragons inftead of wine, with wheal inftead 
of milk;) but to make a good one better, or out of 
many good ones one principal good one, not juftly 
to be excepted againft; that ath been our endeavour, 
that our mark. To that purpofe there were many 
chofen, that were greater in other men’s eyes than in 
their own; and that fought the truth rather than 
their own praife. Again, they came, or were thought 
to come, to the work, not exercendi caufa, (as one 
faith) but exercitati, that is, learned, not to learn; 
for the chief overfeer and ipyodsxms under his Ma-. 
jefty, to whom not only we, but alfo our whole 
Church was much bound, knew by his wifdom, 
which thing alfo Nazianzen taught fo long ago, that Naxiane. 
it is a prepofterous order to teach firft, and to learn dy gy. a 
after; that 2d iv oiDy xtpapiar puddvn, to learn and nox. 
pradtife together, is neither commendable for the - 
workman, nor fafe for the work. Therefore fuch em in 
were thought upon, as could fay modeftly with St, 4pe/oget. 
Hierome, Et Hebracum fermonem ex parte didicimus, 

& in Latino pene ab ipfis incunabilis, Se. detriti fu- 
mus; Both we have learned the Hebrew tongue in part, 
and in the Latin we have been exercifed almoft from our 
very cradle, St. Hierome maketh no mention of the 
Greek tongue, whercin yet he did excel; becaufe he 
uanflated not the Old Teftament out of Greed, but 
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out of Aedre. And in what fort did thefe affemble? 
Tn the traft of their own knowledge, or of their fharp- 
nefs of wit, or deepnefs of judgment, as it were in 
anarm of flefh? Atno band. They truited in him 
that hath the key of David, openiny, and no man 
fhutting ; they prayed to the Lord, the Father of our 
Lord, to the effect that St. Auguftine did; O [et thy 
Scriptures be my pure delight; lef me net be deceived in 
thent, neither let me decerve by them. In this confi- 
dence, and with this devotion, did they aflemble to- 
gether; not too many, left one fhould troubl: ano- 
ther; and yet many, left many things haply might 
efeape them. 2f you afk what they had before them; 
truly it was the Acbrew text of the Old Teftament, 
the Gree of the New.
